Kdmonton is said to be a copy of the 
letter which the inquisitive Mdmonton 
official received, and signed by a man 
named Boyce, who at the present 
is private secretary to the Mayor 
wf Seattle. The mayor was Mr. Bouil- 
Jon's opponent, in the primary elec- 
tions for the mayoralty of that city. 
Mr. Bouillon was a candidate for the 
Kepubjican nomination, but it is said, 
was defeated by the operation of the 
machine, which was brought’ to bear 


on him. ‘The successful man, who is 


now mayor of Seattle, has been con- 
victed of slander, that fact being a 
court record, and is understood to be 
extremelyu ndesirable to the people 
of Seattle, who are now petitioning to 
have him removed from office. 

Mr. Bouillon, when seen this morn- 
ing, had nothing to say, taking the 
attitude that such'a method of at- 
tack belonged ‘to the creatures that 
crawl. 

Some of the aldermen interviewed 
by the Capital this morning had not 
seen the circular in question, but ad- 
mitted having heard about it. 

Ald. Hyndman had not seen the cir- 
cular in question but had been told 
about it. He considered it a most 
cowardly method of attack. 

Ald. Gariepy had seen the letter, 

“I think the contents are more of a 
compliment to Mr. Bouillan than any- 
thing else, when you analyse it,” he

said, “It says that Mr. Bouillon was 
dismissed because he could not get 
along with certain peop. Well, the 
people whom he could not get along 
with were the elements of graft and 
private monopoly, whom Mr. Bouil- 
lon was fighting tooth and nail, but 
who were supported by the: machine 
in power.” 

Mr. J. McK. Dickson received a 
copy of the letter, but when a Capital 
reporter interviewed him in the mat- 
ter, he refused to let the reporter 
see it. 

“Tt was sent to me as a confidence, 
and I don’t feel inclined to disclose 
what it contained.” 

The reporter intimated that he 
knew from.other sources just what it 
contained, “It is from the secretary 
of the mayor of Seattle and. states 
that Mr. Bouillon was dismissed from 
office because he could not get along 
with certain people, does it not?” 

“Well, if you know so much about 
it, why do you ask me?” was the re- 
ply.

KING MANUEL OF PORTUGAL IS 
NOW SAFE UNDER BRITISH FLAG 


Arrived at Gibraltar on the Royal Yacht and Welcomed by Gov- 
ernor-General Hunter—Hope Now Expressed in Many Quar- 
ters That the Revolution May be Put Down and Monarchy 


Restored. 


Gibraltar, Oct. 7.—Lieut.-General 
Sir Archibald Hunter, British Gover- 
nor-General of Gibraltar, accompan- 
ied by his official staff, boarded the 
vacht Amelia this morning and form- 
ally welcomed King Manuel to Brit- 
ish shores. 

Gibraltar, Oct. 6.—King Manuel of 
Portugal is now under British pro- 
tection. The Portuguese royal yacht 
“Amelie,” having on board the king, 
Queen Mother, and the Duke of Op- 
orto, entered the harbor at eleven 
o'clock this evening. Shortly .after- 
wards the king and Queen Mother 
cine ashore and drove to the summer 
residence of Governor Sir Mrederick 
Vorestier Walker at Europa Point. 

London, England, October 6—King 
Manuel of Portugal is today an exile 
irom his capital for the moment, at 
least in the undisputed control of the 
revolutionists. 

Public order has been restored at 
Lisbon and the population are peace- 
fully celebrating. Premier ‘Teixeira 
de Sousa, this afternoon formally re- 
linquished the reins of government 
to the provisional president, Theo- 
phile Bragas and his associates. 

This much is known from the few 


cable dispatches that the censor has 
permitted to go out of-the capital and 
from wireless message sent from ves: 
sels in harbor. 

Communication by Lisbon and the 
province is severed and the attitinde 
of the people in the country is) in 
doubt. There are rumors of ‘royalist 
forees moving on the capital and 
threatening civil war. These cannot 
be confirmed, but the Loyalists are 
said to cherish the hope that ‘an up- 
rising in the country districts will 
restore the monarchy. 

Valencia, Spain, October 6.—Mark- 
ed uneasiness is felt here over the 
proclamation of a republic in Portu- 
gal. Civil guards patrolled the 
streets today and a strong contingent 
was held in front of the quarters of 
the republican club with troops in 
readiness for any emergency. 

Paris, Oct. 6—Among those re- 
ported dead in Lisbon is France Bor- 
ges, editor of the newspaper Mundo, 
a notable republican journal. He is 
said to have been killed at the gate- 
way of the palace.

Vivian was unable to answer Dea- 
con as he was obliged to catch the 
train for Fort William where he 
speaks tomorrow. The mecting was 
anything but unanimous in favor of 
free trade, the duscussion continuing 
until midnight, on the streets by small 
groups.

into an unknown wilderness. 

Str Edward, who is accompanied by 
Lady ‘Stern is making a pleasure tour 
of western Canada for she first time, 
and is greatlydelight ed with what he 
has seen.

In an interview with the Capital, 
Sir Edward toucned on several maz 
ters engaging public attention at pre- 
sem, among them being the tariff con- 
troversy. In regard to the situation 
in Canada, Sir Edward said that to 
establish free trade here ‘or recipro- 
city would be ruinous and utterly 
foolish. 

“Why, if Canada was to open her 
door, she would be overrun in about 
two weeks,” asid Sir Edward.

It is only a matter of time when the 
free trade policy will be abandoned.

“Very well, indeed,” was the reply.” 
The manufacturers are greatly in fav- 
or of protection,a nd working classes 
are opposed to continuance of free 
trade, because a tariff would ‘relieve 
the labor market and provide employ- 
ment for many of those who now have 
to leave ‘the country to seek their liv- 
ing elsewhere.

Sir Edward, aithough nota member 
of parliament, takes an active inter- 
est in politics, and at the last elec- 
tion was one of those pwho assisted in 
the election of Donald McMaster, the 
Montrealer, who was returned for the 
division in which Sir Edward resides. 
He thinks Mr. McMaster to be a very 
able man.

Years Ago the Game Was Nearly Killed by the Pre- 


valence of the Custom 


(By Manhattan.) 

New York, Oct. 3-~Bets are being 
openly unade on the result of the com- 
ing world’s baseball series, Money has 
been freely placed in some hotels here 
and it is said some hand-book men 
whose sporting blood formerly found 
vent in small or big plunges on the 
horses are said to find wagers on 
baselball ‘contests, 

There are many lovers of the na- 
tional game who regret this.) here is 
aifear that the custom, if not checked, 
may spread and become a business. 

Years ago the professional game was 
almost killed by the prevalence of bet- 
ting on the results of individual games 
and series. Some players were seized 
with the dever and then followed the 
throwing of games by players, some 
times to win their own [bets and at 
other times ‘to bolster up the betting 
schemes of imen who paid them for 
crooked work. 

It is recalled that ‘betiting and the 
throwing of games lbecame so much 
of a scandal that the organization 
then controlling baseball found it 
necessary to expel four noted players 
and to declare them ‘forever (black- 
listed from the game. tA few days ago 
while at oa sgame between the Brook- 
lyn and ‘Cincinnati teams an old man 
was pointed out tome as being one of 
the ‘blacklisted, for the was sitting all 
alone -on ‘the belacher. Years ago he 
would ‘have gotten an ovation had the 
appeared on a ball ground. 


‘Men who brought this matter to my 
attention have expressed the hope that 
every lover of baseball will frown 
upon, discourage and expose every at- 
tempt to revive betting on the national 
game, 

‘Minor leagues have already begun
